U.S.    export   earnings   for   livestock  and   livestock  products 
for   September   1978   reached   $222   million,   matching  August's 
performance   and   rising   13   percent   above   the   September  1977 
level.      The   gain  was   a   result   of   larger   volumes    of   beef  and 
variety  meats   shipped,    coupled  with  higher   unit   values   for  all 
major   commodity  groupings. 


Impor t  s 

Imports   of   livestock  and   livestock   products    for  September 
1978   rose   to   $209  million   compared  with   $166   million  in 
September   1977.      Larger   red  meat   imports    (mainly  boneless 
manufacturing   beef)   were   primarily   responsible   for  the 
increase.      Unit   values   of   all   livestock  and   livestock  pro- 
duct  imports   continued   their   upward  trend. 


The   trade   surplus    in   livestock  and  livestock   products  for 

September  was   $13  million,    cutting  the  January-September 

cumulative   deficit   to   $49  million,  14   percent   below  the 
January-August  deficit.
